July 7, 1955, for information concerning she estimated sost to 
the Centre) Intelligence Agency of the security vrocessing of 
personnel pursuant to Uxecutive Irder 10459, and foe] that as an 
ald to your Committee I can provide you with certain inform:tion 
which woult be consistent with my rescorsipbility es Director of 
Central Intellicence,. 


In this conneetion I would like to first poirt out thal the 
issuance of “xeeutive Orter 10459 nocassiteted mo sicitiona: 
cost to thin Ageney since we hove aluays require? investigations 
and aprraisals of ecpldcants end emsioyces under cur own security 
stander’s and -rocedurecse wich are at icast eoivalcnt to tute 
establishe” by “xeeutive Creer 10459, 


Insofar as atministiretive, atjudiontive, w6. investigative 
expenses are concerned, it coste aporoximetely $177.55 to process 
an average employce cese rursummt to 'xeective Orcer 10450. Cases 
of non-governmental empleyees are bivestigated fer approxin-tcly 
9140.12 for inéividuals requiring fop Secret clearance snd 
315.58 for those requiring less than Te» Jcorct clearance. 


“xternal investigative costs of this Aponay vere limited 
during Fiseal Year 1955 te reimbursonents to the Civil Service 
Commisaion at an averame cost oer ense of 3239.38 for certain 
investigations conducted by thon. ‘These investior tions vero 
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limited to eases where time wd seeurity coraitteé and invelved 
only investigetions of char an! guar? forca personne) empleye? by 
the General Services Uainistration and assigne? to buildings 
eceupied by the Gentral Intelidsence igoncy. 


With respect to costs attributable to the military, 1 sould 
like to advise that this category is net apcliesble to thir ‘-eney 
since we heave no sllitary cerazemel assigned te she security 
PPORYaM. 


The only other expense incurred in connection with the pre= 
cessing of cases pursuant to Exeoutive Orver 10450 which you night 
consider ap-liceble is the cost of the operation of the polygreph 
program which ia applicd on a restrictive basis in the Ageney due 
to the particuler sensitivity of our oporntdons. ‘owaver, zines 
at your request you have been bricfe? concerning our polygraph 
program ami since I do not consider the uss of the polygraph 3 
being a requirement of Uxceutive Orfer 15459, I wa not inclu tin; 
informetion concerning it as being portinent te your inquiry.
